taking place at-different parts of the plant, so that 
by-a glance at the chart, the egeuer is able to regu- 
late the manufacture of the acid. 

This is, of course, only one of many by-products of 
the nickel industry, and-the others range all the way 
from platinum to rock ballast for railway beds. Tho 
stone which is separated fro m the ore is crushed and is 


used by the Canadian Pacific Railway on’ many miles 
of its road, some of it going nearly as far west as 
Winnipeg. Gold and silver are recovered in the re- 
fining, as well as platinum, the precious metals total- 

ng in value more than a million and a half dollars 
every year. 

The sulphuric acid is manufactured at Coniston, 
near Sudbury, in that mighty nickel district in the 
vicinity of Sudbury. Sudbury district produces ninety 
per cent of the world’s nickel, and is this year cele- 

rating the fortieth anniversary of the discovery of 
nickel, which. was first detected in the ore in 1887,

EARLY VEGETABLES. 
— a 
(Experimental Farms Note.) 

Early vegetables may be had by 
holding over green vegetables from 
the year before, by growing during 
the winter in the cellar by growing in 
the early spring in the hotbed and. by 
growing certain perennial Vegetables. 

Roots, such as carrots, beets and 
parsnips can be packed in ‘soil in the 
cellar and kept crisp and fresh tilt 
spring, cabbage may be suspended 
from the ceiling or carried on slatted 
shelves .in the cellar throughout the 
winter and celery and swiss chard 
may be carried till spring with the 
‘oots packed in moist earth. All this 
yresupposes a well ventilated cellar 
vith controlled temperature. 

Rhubarb roots brought into the cel- 
lar aftef they have been frozen in the 
fall or any time during the winter, if 
planted in a box or tub of rich soil} 
will send out a heavy crop of long | 
tender stalks. The time of this may | 
be controlled by the time of bringing 
in the roots after they are frozen. It 
usually takes about six weeks for the 
stalks to develope ffom the time the} 
roots are brought into the cellar. 


Lettuce and radishes may be sown | 
in the early spring te hotbed and | 


forced ready for 
weeks. 


Hhubarb and asparagus are per-| ~
